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Further consideration of the Petition to Accept Declaration of an Application Without 
the Signature of a Refusing Inventor Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47 and MPEP § 409.03(a) is 
respectfully requested in view of the attached additional items. Attached hereto are copies of a 
letter forwarded to the inventor refusing to join in the application, Mr. Adrian P. Vonsovici, 
dated June 27, 2005, a confirmation from the United Kingdom Post Office confirming delivery 
of the letter on June 28, 2005 with a signed receipt, and a Supplemental Statement of Facts from 
Dr. Haydn Jones who forwarded the letter. 

1. The background of the facts are listed in a Petition filed on May 9, 2005. The 
Petition is hereby incorporated by reference. v ***/^V v 

2. Subsequent to the Petition, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office issued a 



Decision on May 27, 2005 indicating that the Petition was dismissed without prej\fec£beeause

the items submitted with the Petition did not sufficiently establish that Mr. Vonsovici refused to 
sign the application papers. Specifically, it was stated that the electronic mail communication 
from Mr. Vonsovici dated February 8, 2005 appeared to indicate that Mr. Vonsovici would be 
willing to sign the papers under certain conditions. Further, it is stated that the electronic mail 
reply dated February 24, 2005 does not set a response date and does not indicate that a failure to 
respond, without conditions, by an established date will be treated as a refusal to sign. 

3. In denying the Petition, the Decision allowed reconsideration if further evidence 
of Mr. Vonsovici' s refusal to sign is submitted. 

4. Therefore, in further evidence of Mr. Vonsovici's refusal to sign and join in the 
invention, attached hereto is a letter forwarded to Mr. Vonsovici on June 27, 2005, requesting 
Mr. Vonsovici to review and sign the relevant application papers and assignment, and return 
them to Dr. Haydn Jones of Bookham Technologies. The letter specifically indicates that Mr. 
Vonsovici's failure to unconditionally execute and return the signed document within 30 days of 
receipt of this letter would be understood as an express refusal to join in the above identified 
U.S. patent application. The 30 days expired on July 28, 2005. To date, no response has been 
received from Mr. Vonsovici, and according to the letter, Mr. Vonsovici, therefore, refuses to 
join in the application. 

5. Also, attached hereto is a Supplemental Statement of Facts from Dr. Haydn Jones 
who had forwarded the letter. 
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CONCLUSION 



In view of the letter requesting Mr. Vonsovici's cooperation, and Mr. Vonsovici's lack of 
response, Mr. Vonsovici has expressly refused to join in the application. Therefore, the Petition 
to Accept Declaration of an Application Without the Signature of a Refusing Inventor Under 37 
C.F.R. § 1 .47 and MPEP § 409.03(a) originally filed on May 9, 2005 should be granted in view of 
this further evidence. Favorable decision on the Petition is respectfully requested.
